1304 hrs: 

I was advised by Captain K. Coleman that officers assigned to the Oakland Police Department's Ceasefire unit received 
information from a confidential informant, herein referred to as “X’\ that an Oakland Officer was engaging in sexual 
activity with a prostitute. Capt. Coleman advised 1 should contact Lt. T. Jones for further details and that D.C. Lois 
requested my assignment. 

1307 hrs: 


1 called Lt. Jones who provided me the following information. Officer C. Marie received information earlier in the day 
from "X who stated an officer was engaging in inappropriate behavior/conversation while on duty with a prostitute and 
would later pay for sex. “X advised Ofc. Marie that "X" had video, text messages, and bank account information 
showing that the officer paid for sex. Lt. Jones advised "X" would be willing to cooperate and provide information. 
Sergeant F. Shavies was in communication with ‘'X" and would arrange for a meeting later in the afternoon. 

I briefed D.C. Lois and Capt. Coleman. 

1700 hrs: 

Arrive at PAB 


Due to the sensitive nature of the investigation it is determined to meet "X" at an undisclosed location. At the designated 
time/location Lt. Jones, Sgt. Shavies, and 1 meet "X." "X" provided the following information: 

"X" is a pimp and knew of an officer (later identified as Officer Ryan Walterhouse -9338P) involved with a prostitute. 
Ofc. Walterhouse had sent the prostitute text messages. "X" produced a cellphone containing the text messages, but was 
reluctant to show the name associated with the messages. "X" showed us the messages and began reading aloud. The 
messages started out with small talk and quickly led to comments like, “glad you dressed up tonight" and "tell me you got 
something on under your skirt." “X" staled the officer met the prostitute on the "Blade” (slang term in the City of 
Oakland for area of prostitution) w'hile he was at work in a police car. "X” stated Ofc. Walterhouse w as texting the 
prostitute while he (Walterhouse) was at work because the time was 5:03 a.m. "X" continued to read the messages aloud 
and show' them to Lt. Jones and Sgt. Shavies. The text messages read "now' I want to come back and see what’s on under 
there . "what do 1 have to do to come in you" and “if I drive by can you lift it up?" "X" stated these messages were at 
5:38 a.m. "X stated the prostitute had been texting him (“X") while she was texting the officer and that "X” was telling 
her what to say. 


"X said Ofc. Walterhous e was at the room this morning in his per sonal car. but when he met the prostitue, he was in a 
police cruiser. "X" stated had arrested the prostitute one day. and the next time 

Ofc. Walterhouse saw' the prostitute; he said he felt bad, and that if that was his call he wouldn't have taken her to jail. 
Ofc. Walterhouse told the prostitute to text him. "X” stated Ofc. Walterhouse has been involved with the prostitute for 
about a week and a half to two W'eeks. "X" said that Ofc. Walterhouse would talk about pimps in the area and knew' that 
he w as talking to a prostitute. "X" asked the prostitute if Ofc. Walterhouse had given her any money and if she had 
recorded him. She told "X" that he (Ofc. Walterhouse) sent her money through "Venmo", whichis a mobile application 
where you can transfer money from one bank account to another. 
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k ‘X” said Ofc. Walterhouse is the only cop he knows of that's involved with the prostitute. “X" stated 
never engaged in illicit behavior. 



“X" knows the information is valuable and is providing the information because he is thinking about him and his “bitch.” 

“X" said he has videos of Ofc. Walterhouse pulling up to the prostitute. The videos are on a phone that belongs to the 
prostitute and are too big to send. V 'X“ stated that the phone was at the Valley Inn of Foothill Blvd. in Castro Valley and 
that he would get us the videos. 


“X" said if “X" pressed the prostitute, she would cooperate, but would want something out of it . “X” explained that the 
prostitute has the key to the City right now. “X" provided Ofc. Walterhouse's personal number j C()U ] ( j 

see it listed as "Ryan Police’' as the contact name in “X's” phone. 

Lt. Jones conducted a LEAPS check on his Departmental issued cellphone and advised Sgt. Shaves and me who it was. 
“X" stated you found out it was Officer Walterhouse that fast. "X” admitted that his activity as a Pimp isn't right 
(referring to “X's" own behavior), but explained that Officer Walterhouse is an officer (implying that the officers' actions 
are worse than his). 


“X" said he (Walterhouse) gave the prostitute $200 for “head" (a term used to describe oral copulation), and that with all 
that is going on, he doesn't know how he (Walterhouse) could do this. The interview was concluded (refer to audio CD 
for further details). 

Lt. Jones, Sgt. Shavies, and I reviewed a Telestaff detail for Friday 30Sepl6. The detail confirmed Ofc. Walterhouse was 
working as OPD patrol unit 3L15 from 2100 hrs on 30Sepl6 to 0700 hrs on 1 Oct 16. Refer to copy of Telestaff detail for 
further.

I briefed D.C. Lois and Capt. Coleman of the interview and advised them of the covert investigation. 

Lt. Jones and Sgt^havieyuet with "X" at an undisclosed location. “X" identified t he prostitu te asHI^^Ha Black 
female born provided screenshots of text messages taken fromHjj^^Jcellphone of the text 

message s between Ofc. Walterhouse and The text messages appear to show Ofc. Walterhouse arranging to meet 

the street i n East Oa kland while on duty and later at the Valley Inn motel room in Castro Valley. “X" also 
provided video fromHIBcellphone that allegedly depict her conversing with Ofc. Walterhouse while he is seated in 
his police vehicle. “X" stated “X " would attempt to arrange a meeting with

Sgt. Shavies conducted surveillance at the Oakland Police Officer's Association parking lot, located in the 600 block of 
6 iT ' St. Sgt. Shavie s observed Ofc. Walterhouse enteMh^arking lot through the Martin Luther King Jr. entrance driving a 
^mm Pick Up Truck Ca. License park in the lot. Ofc. Walterhouse exited the vehicle and 

walked to the Oakland Police Department Administration Building (PAB). 


Ofc. Crum conducted a DMV query. It showed thc^^^^^|to be registered Ryan Walterhouse. Sgt. Shavies authored a 
search warrant for the use/ placement of a GPS tracking device on Ofc. Walterhouse's vehicle. The warrant was signed by 
the Honorable Judge Zika. 


2244 hrs: 

Covert surveillance officers observedloitering in the 1000 blk of International. She was scantily dressed for the 
elements (short shorts, exposed midriff blouse). She displayed the common signs of loitering for the purpose of 
prostitution. For example I observed her m illing ab out for 10-15 minutes on the n/w corner of 10 th Ave and International 
Blvd. There were several times I obse rved wave her r/ ami in a waving motion as to get the attention of passing 
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vehicles amHhen direct them to an area to park. On two (2) occasions, the above listed action resulted in vehicles pulling 
over and entering the vehicle’s front passenger seat. The vehicles would momentarily remain idle. Alter a short 

time, m would exit, rctunmo the comer and continue her previous acti vity. 1 a dvised uniformed officers (Sgt. Shavies 
and Ofc. Crum) to place ^^|^.inder arrest for 653.22 (a) PC. 1 observed ^H|Hxnng stopped by the officers and 
positively identified her as the person I directed them to arrest for loitering.^^^B vvas taken to the Alameda County 
Family Justice Center (FJC) for an interview. 


Lt. Jill Lncinias (SVU) met us at the FJC to

2331 hrs: 


Lt. Jone s and 1 interviewedthe Alameda County Family Justice Center CALICO interview room. I explained to 
Hihat w e were i nvestigating inappropriate activities involving officers and that she was not the target of the 
investigation. acknowledged her activities as a prostitute and stated that wTien she is out working there is an officer 

she is friendly with.^^Htold us that she first met the officer approximately 8-9 months ago while she was working. 

She stated the officer would drive by making casual comments such as saying "hi" or “you look nice": and it wasn t until 
recently (sometime last week) that the officer got her number. 

She told us that usually when officers* drive by that the girls will walk away to avoid contact with the police. jjjUjjjH 
stated the officer she was friendly w^^^^ild say to her. "you don't have to walk away" and Tm not going to take you 
to jail for this, it’s not that serious".HBBexplained that the first interactions she had with the officer were in the area of 
9 th Ave and International and that the officer was ahvays working by himself. 


'^Sstaled she hadn't seen the officer for a few months, and then one night he drove up and said. "I haven’t seen you." 
Accoraing toHU^Bie officer tried to make the conversation seem like he was looking for people with guns and told her 
if she saw an^^^^mi guns to call him and to text him if she got bored. The officer gave her his phone number. 


(stated the officer she has been referri ng to is named "Ryan" and described him as tall. Caucasian, and havi ng a 
low cut fade. He told her he was 27. HB^aid the officer w-as in his police car and uniform when they first met.

They were in front of a lady’s house having a conversation that lasted about 3-4 minutes. He ("Ryan ) was talking about a 
stolen ear, and asked her if she could go check it ouWmd see if someone is laying in it. They had small talk and then he 
drove off. He ("Ryan”) never got out of the car. ^Usaid the two never had any physical contact during the 
conversations. 
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|siated th e officer (“Ryan") continued to come by and check on her when she was in the area, and that it started to 
seem flirtatious.^H^aid Wednesday (28Sepl6) she was working towards the 30's when she saw the officer 
(“Ryan") drive past. He came around the comer again as she was walking on 34 th Avenue and asked her w'here she had 
been. He told her that he hasn't been seeing her and that he misses her down there (referring to 9 th Ave - 17 Ih Ave areas). 

[explained that she worked the areas in shifts and would work the lower portion of International in the later part of 
her shift. 

Later that night, she was working in the lower part of International and the officer (“Ryan") pulled over by her and said - 
Oh here you are; now your back. They both engaged in small talk and at one point, Ofc. Walterhouse told her that he w'as 
looking for guys with guns, and she you should take his number and call him if she saw anything, or if she got bored. He 
also suggested that she should call him if she had any problems, said she agreed and the officer ("Ryan") gave her 

his number, ^^said she never texted him. but about an hour later he (“Ryan”) came back and asked '‘when you go 
in?" He told her again to call him. She admitted that she agreed to call him but explained that she only texted him. 
said this made her feel that he was flirting or w-anted a date.

|said she was wondering why he (“Ryan") was acting like this, knowing what y'all (police) are going through 
(referring to publicized police sex scandal), ■■^admitted that her end goal was to get money. ^^Hstated she was 
never worried about a trap, especially because of all of the times he ("Ryan") could have taken hem<^ail. ((J(tatcd 
the officer (“Ryan") came to her room (219) at the Valley Inn. She was there alone and the room was in her name. She 
said he came in a newer dark gray 2 door truck w'ith tinted windows. He parked in the parking lot next to her car. When 
he (“Ryan") came to the door he still had on his uniform pants and a black law enforcement type 1-shirt w'ith a star 
symbol. 


Once in the room.^^^Hsaid the officer ("Ryai^^ame in and asked how work was and sat on the bed. 1 le told me I 
looked really nice. Tne^ngaged in small talk^^^Hwould call him officer and he would tell her to call him Ryan. He 
told her that he is not married and has a child. (((>aid the officer (“Ryan") began talking about the time she got 
arrested. He told her he wished he could have searched her and began talking about the method in which male officers 
are required to search females (w/ back of hand). He said too many people probably be getting in with stuff, and asked her 
if she w ould feel w eird if he searched her like this. At this point ^HHfctated the officer (“Ryan") grabbed her breast 
(demonstrated on video). 

IHH&aid she told the officer ("Ryan") you can't be doing that because you have to pay me for my time, and that she 
has other clients. The officer ("Ryan^rtold her he wasn't trying to do anything today, like any sexual intercourse. So she 
told him “ok”, but if s still her time. HHsaid the officer ("Ryan") said ok, and then used “Venmo” (money transfer 
app) to send her S200 from his VISA because he didn't have any cash. 

plated her and the officer ("Ryan") continued to talk and that he felt up on her. trying to frisk her. She asked him 
why he doesn't take his job more serious and take the girls to jail; he replied there are bigger things to worry about. He 
talked about people having guns and stolen cars as examples and also talked about pimps in the 30's that he doesn't like. 
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the officer ("Ryan") told her tie likes the ^itis with short skirts that you can sec their butt. He asked her to 
put shorts on for h im and w as rubbing on her.HH^fraid she felt awkward as the officeiH‘'R^an'') tried to grab her and 
was laying on her. mtold him she wasn't feeling it and told him it was time to go.said he asked when he 
could see her again, if Monday was cool. They never saw' each other on Monday. 

^^I^tated nothing sexual happened between her and the officer ("Ryan”). She said she has had people pay her for her 
company, but it felt w'eird because she knew how' she met him as a police officer. He knows she is a prostitute. The only 
physical thing he (“Ryan”) did was touch her breast, butt, and vagina. He never took his clothes off and other than 
changing into shorts neither did she.

|showed Lt. Jones her Venmo account information on her phone. Lt. Jones took a picture / video of her phone. 

>aid the officer ("Ryan”) set up his Venmo account in the room that morning. She said his name is on 

the Venmo account. H|^aid when she told him her time wasn't free that he said ok. but told her he didn't have any 
cash on him. She told him how to transfer money through Venmo, and he (“Ryan") agreed to pay her. After payment they 
continued talking. 

imfelt that the officer ("Ryan”) may have thought he w'as going to get something for free when he didn't bring any 
cash. She explained there are clients who don't have cash and use things like Venmo to pay. She came up wdth the price 
of $200 by using the scale an hour. He was there for over an hour. She said the officer (“Ryan") showed no resistance 
with paying. 

^^tated s * le saw knew he had a gun on him because he told/showed her. She said he started talking a bout peo ple 
with guns and asked her if she could tell when people have guns. He asked if she could tell if he had one. ^JH-^tatcd 
the officer (“Ryan”) told her to check him and lifted up his shirt to show her. while stating he keeps his gul^I^nm.

Undercover officers monitored Ofc. Walterouse's activities throughout the night. He was working as OPD Patrol unit 
3L15 driving vehicle #1496. The geographical boundary limits of Beat 15 are as follow's: 

• 4 lh Ave- Eastern boundary_ 
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• Mac Arthur Blvd- Northern boundary 

• Foothill Blvd- Southern boundary 

• Lakeshore- Western boundary 


Although assigned to Beat 15, Ofc. Walterhouse spent a considerable amount of time in areas away from his assigned 
Beat and more specifically in areas along the International corridor from 4 th Ave. to the 30‘s, to include one block north 
and south (E 15‘" & E 12 l " Streets). These areas have been identified in the City of Oakland to have a high concentration 
of prostitution and illicit sexual activity. A common slang term used to describe the area is “The Track" or “The Blade.” 
The area has received nationwide attention for its challenges in sexual exploitation. 


0400 hrs: 

Ofc. Walterhouse is observed meeting up with ^^Hin 1400 blk of 17 ,h Ave. |m||^| s standing on the east sidewalk just 
north of International. Ofc. Walterhouse is parked on the ea st curb f acing south on the wrong side of the road. The vehicle 
is “blacked out”, meaning none of its lights are illuminated.^JH^s observed walking slightly to the driver’s window 
and engaging in conversation with Ofc. Walterhouse as he smHrHne driver's seat. He leaves several minutes later in an 
eastbound direction on International Blvd.

I was off duty at home and was contacted by Sgt. Shavies. Shavies advised me that Officer Chris 
Marie had a reliable confidential informant who provided information that an OPD Officer was 
involved with an Oakland prostitute. Shavies provided the identity of the informant to me and I 
knew the informant from prior contacts. During my time as an investigator in OPD Homicide, 
the informant had provided me with information on murder cases that had always turned out 
to be accurate. I had not spoken with the informant in over three years. I instructed Shavies to 
contact the informant to obtain more information about the officer allegedly involved in 
prostitution. I also instructed Shavies to order Officer Marie not to discuss this matter with 
anyone. 

I contacted the Deputy Chief of the Criminal Investigation Division, John Lois. I briefed Lois on 
what the informant had alleged. I advised him that I would attempt to arrange a meeting with 
the informant to gather more facts and report back any findings. I contacted Shavies and he 
had arranged a meeting with the Cl and an undisclosed location in Oakland. OPD Homicide 
Lieutenant Holmgren contacted me and advised he would attend the meeting with the 
informant after being made aware of the allegations from DC Lois and CID Captain Coleman. 

1850 Sergeant Shavies, Lieutenant Holmgren and I spoke with the informant. He advised us that he 

knew a prostitute that work in Oakland that had an Oakland Police Officer as a customer. The 
informant was initially reluctant to identify the officer but eventually stated the Officers first 
name was "Ryan". We were in possession of a Telestaff roster that contained the names of the 
Officers who worked in Area 3 where prostitution activity occurs. I noted 3L15 Ryan 
Walterhouse h ad the first nam e of "Ryan". The informant provided us with the Officer's cell 
phone numberHI^^^HIand showed us screen shots of text messages sent between the 
officer and the prostitute. The informant told us that the Officer had visited the prostitute's 
motel room and paid $200 for sex. The officer also routinely conversed with the prostitute 
while on duty in a marked police car and in uniform according to the informant. The informant 
agreed to continue working with Shavies and attempt to arrange for us to meet the prostitute. 

I called DC Lois and briefed him. I also called Captain Coleman and briefed him. Coleman 
authorized Holmgren, Shavies, Officer Crum and I to conduct a criminal probe, to include 
surveillance on the Officer.

\ our affiant, Frederick Shavies, is a Sergeant of Police with the Oakland Police Department and has worked as a peace officer with 
the Oakland Police Department since August 2006. 1 have worked various assignments to include a patrol officer, Crime Reduction 
Team officer, Gang Unit officer, Gang Unit supervisor, Ceasefire Section supervisor and as an acting Lieutenant in the Ceasefire 
Section. 

The facts and information set forth herein are based upon my personal knowledge, observations, observations of other law 
enforcement personnel, observations of cooperating sources as related to me, my review of investigate reports, notes, and 
conversations with other law enforcement officials. 


On October I, 2016 Sgt. F. Shavies received information from a confidential, tested and reliable informant, who provided the below 
listed information. For the puiposcs of this affidavit, the informant will hereafter be referred to as X. On the same date, at about 1830 
hours, Lieutenants Tony Jones and Roland Holmgren and I met with X in an undisclosed location in Oakland. X told us that X knew 
of an Oakland Police Officer that was involved with a prostitute that works the streets in Fast Oakland. According to X, the Officer 
met the prostitute during an arrest in recent months. X then told us that the Oakland Police Officer contacted the prostitute a number 
of times after her release from jail and advised that he was apologetic regarding her arrest and that he did not want her to go to jail at 
the time of the arrest, but that it was out of his hands. The Oakland Police Officer and the prostitute later exchanged numbers as the 
Officer continued to drive by and speak to the prostitute while on duty. X stated X knew of video footage that showed the officer on 
duty, in uniform and in a marked police vehicle conversing inappropriately with the prostitute. X stated that during the early morning 
hours of October 1, 2016, the Oakland Police Officer went to the prostitute’s motel room at the Valley Inn in Castro Valley at 17130 
Foothill Blvd., and paid $200 dollars for sex acts. X told me that Walterhouse arrived at the Valley Inn driving a lowered 
silver in color. On Oct ober 3, 2016,1 conducted a records check of Walterhouse in DMV and found that he had a listed addrcs^^| 
California. I responded to the address and observed a lowered blue^m^J parked in the driveway of the 
residence. 1 contacted X and asked if there was any way that he could have mistook the color of the vehicle for blue and opposed to 
silver and he was adamant that the vehicle was silver in color. 

X was leery of providing the Officer’s name. X provided the Officers cell phone number,Lieutenant Jones queried 
the number in LEAPS, a law enforcement database, and it identified the phone number as belonging to Officer Ryan Walterhouse. 
Oakland Police Department staffing database Telestaff indicates the aforementioned phone number is the listed telephone number for 
Walterhouse. X was told that the Officer’s identity had been discovered, although the name had not been revealed to X, X stated 
“ Y'all found out it was Ryan that fast”. It is apparent that the Oakland Police Department Officer X is accusing of being involved with 
a prostitute is Officer Ryan Walterhouse. Telestaff indicates that Walterhouse is assigned to the area where X states the prostitute and 
Walterhouse interact while Walterhouse is on duty. X stated X would attempt to retrieve images of text messages that had been 
exchanged between Walterhouse and the prostitute. 

On October 3, 201Mdeutenant Jones and I met witlL^i^mundisclosed location. X provided me with the name of the prmtihif^nd 
identified her black female X provided screenshots of text messages taken from HttHEell 

phone of text messages between Walterhouse and The text messages appear to show Walterhouse engaging in sexually 

inappropriate text messaging during his shift. Walterhouse also appears to arranging to meet |^H|on the street in East Oakland 
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while on duty and at a motel room in Castro Valley. X also provided video from UJ^cll phone that allegedl y depicts her 
conversing with Walterhouse while he is seated in his police vehicle. X stated X would attempt to arrange a meeting with J 

Oinh^ame date, 1 queried the Alameda County Consolidated Records Information Management System (CRIMS) and found that 
■last arrest was on June 26, 2016. I then queried the Oakland Police Department's Field Base Reporting system and found the 
coreesponding crime report and field interview report. I found that Walterhouse arrived on scene to provide cover for the arresting 
officer. I later conducted a search of the Vie Vue database which stores digital video recordings from body worn cameras of Oakland 
Police officers. I found video confirming that on the June 26, 2016, Walterhouse did in fact respond to a stop at 9th Ave. and 
International Blvd. to cover officers who had detained U| for prostitution related offenses. Walterhouse appears to be engaging 
with mduring the encounter while the officers who ini tiated th e stop were conducting warrants and records checks in their 
vehicle. Walterhouse alludes to the fact that he has spoken to^^^in the past about prostituting and asks how often she is outside 
working and how does she get to the blocks where she works. 

Based on the evidence and information provided by X, it is apparent that Officer Ryan Walterhouse is engaging in forms of human 
trafficking. More troubling is that Walterhouse is engaging in these activities while on duty, in uniform working as a police officer in 
Oakland. An investigation into Walterhouse is underway. At this point, it is not known just how minimal or significant WaltcrhouseY 
involvement in human trafficking is in Oakland. It is not known if he is using his powers as a police officer as a coercive tactic with 
prostitutes or not. 

On October 5, 2016 X contacted me and told me that||^|toid X that she felt that she could not tell Walterhouse that she did not 
want to engage in sex acts with him for fear that he would have taken her to jail every time that he saw her.

Walterhouse: Yeah, you might want to stick to the online thing right now.

I know from training and experience that persons engag ed in str eet prostitution will also post ads soliciting persons for prostitution via 
internet websites. It appears Walterhouse was directing U|to use the internet as her means to solicit clients for prostitution. 

The call continues: 

Walterhouse: Yeah, cause they are all over the lower numbers right now. 
alright. 

I know from training and experience that the “lower numbers"’ refers to lowered numbered avenues along Internationa! Blvd. I also 
know from training and experienc^haUorostitutes loiter in the lower numbered avenues. I also know from conversations with, 
contacts with and surveillance of that she loiters in the lower numbered avenues for the purpose of prostitution. 

On October 14, 2016,1 was riding witl^ieutenant Jones when he received a phone call fro m Alame da County Sheriffs Office 
Deputy L. Verger, telling him that^^fhad been arrested during a prostitution operation.

It should be noted that duri ng the time of the text, there was a prostitution operation being conducted. It appears, Walterhouse was 
attempting to warn|^^|about the prostitution operation. 

Along the same thread of text messages, Walterhouse suggest thatHJJ“re pay” him for the alert about the police operation. This 
portion of the text begins at 0840 hours on October 14,2016 and read as tollows: 

Walterhouse: Wanted to see you and since I’m not out right not a picture was the next best thing 

Boiihhh I see lol 


Walterhouse: Lol you come up with how your going to re pay me? 

Jjwhat can you think of as an inform in payment? 
Walterhouse: 1 don’t know..pretty much up to you 


I believe Walterhouse conspired to obstruct justice and also put officers in harm’s way by providin^^^Jvith information 
regarding undercover police operations in area of prostitution. 

Per Penal Code Section 1546(f), an “Electronic device” is a device that electronically stores, generates, or transmits information in 
electronic form. Telephones, cellular phones, smart watches, tablets, personal computers, and flash drives are examples of electronic 

devices. 

I know through training and experience that obstruction of justice is often a conspiratorial crime. The nature of the conspiracy requires 
participating members to communicate in order to coordinate their planning prior, during, and after the commission of the crime. 
Such communications are commonly made using electronic devices, such as cellular phones. 

I know through training and experience that the obstruction of justice is commonly a conspiratorial crime involving the use of others 
to assist during the commission of the crime. This assistance comes in the form of other persons, both known and unknown, who will 



monitor police radio traffic and alert co-conspirators and/or associates of the impending arrival of law enforcement. Communications 
between co-conspirators and/or associates is essential to the successful commission of the crime and the subsequent escape from the 
area of the crime.

The identification of associates and/or co-conspirators is commonly established via contacts (including but not limited to the 
names, nicknames, phone numbers, social network accounts, residence addresses, business addresses, and email addresses), 
address books, calendars, call logs, text messages, SMS, MMS, Instant Message or iMessage, emails, social networking, GPS 
coordinates, photographs, audio and video recordings. 

■ Call log including identification of the caller, phone number, date, time and duration of incoming and outgoing calls. 

Persons involved in the obstruction of justice often utilize their electronic device(s), such as cellular phones, to communicate 
via phone conversations with associates and co-conspirators. The incoming and outgoing call logs provide call detail and cal! 
activity. This information can often corroborate and/or dispel testimony of victims, witnesses, relatives, associates, and co¬ 
conspirators. 
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■ Text messages and text message contents, including Short Message Service (SMS), Multi Message Service (MMS), Instant 
Message or iMessage. This includes source and destination addresses, dates, times, attachments, images, photographs, audio 
and video recordings. 

Persons involved in the obstruction of justice often utilize their electronic device(s), such as cellular phones, to communicate 
via SMS, MMS, Instant Message or iMessage with associates and co-conspirators. Review of the messages provides content of 
the communication. These communications often contain direct and indirect statements about the listed crime(s). This 
information can often corroborate and/or dispel testimony of victims, witnesses, relatives, associates, and co-conspirators. 

■ Emails. This includes source and destination addresses, dates, times, attachments, images, photographs, audio and video 
recordings. 

Persons involved in the obstruction of justice often utilize their electronic device(s), such as cellular phones, to communicate 
via Emails with associates and co-conspirators. Review of the emails provides content of the communication. This 
information can often corroborate and/or dispel testimony of victims, witnesses, relatives, associates, and co-conspirators. 

■ Electronic information that tends to identify Internet history including World Wide Web browser history, bookmarks, 
favorites, and cookies. 

Persons involved in the obstruction of justice and prostitution occasionally utilize the Internet World Wide Web to research 
information regarding prostitution and human trafficking and articles related to their criminal acts. 

■ Electronic information that tends to identify location data such as but not limited to Global position system (GPS) 

Coordinates, cell site tower connections, Wi-Fi connections, metadata of photos, social networking post, and installed 

applications. 

Electronic devices, such as cellular phones, commonly track historical locations in multiple ways such as GPS location, cell 
site tower connections, Wi-Fi connections, metadata of photos, social networking post, and installed applications. Cellular 
phones may also contain information on locations of where calls may have been made prior, during, and after the obstruction 

ofjustice. 

■ Photographs 

Persons involved in obstruction of justice often utilize electronic devices, such as cellular phones, to take and store 
photographs of themselves with evidence, contraband, associates, and/or co-conspirators. 

■ Audio and videos recordings. 

Persons involved in the obstruction ofjustice and human trafficking often utilize electronic devices, such as cellular phones, 
to take audio and video recordings of themselves with evidence, contraband, associates, and/or co-conspirators. 


■ Voicemail messages.

Summary: 

On October 3, 2016, at about 8:00AM I met with Lt. R. Holmgren and was informed of 
the following incident. A tested and reliable confidential informant informed him, Lt. T 
Jones and Sgt. F Shavies that the informant knew of an Oakland Police Officer later 
identified as Ryan Walterhouse that was involved with a prostitute that works the streets 
in East Oakland. According to Informant, the Officer met the prostitute during an arrest 
and the two later exchanged numbers.
